Barlow Granger, a pioneer printer 
and.ipewspaper man of Iowa, died at 
I >98 Moines at the age of 89 years. 
Granger at one time set type for Hor¬ 
ace Greeley on the New York Trib¬ 
une. 

Thomas B. Davis, Democrat, broth¬ 
er of Henry G. Davis, candidate for 
Vice President last fall, has been 
elected to Congress in the Second 
District of West Virginia by 1700 ma¬ 
jority. 

A fire which started at Cordele, 
Georgia, destroyed business property 
to the extent of $100,000. The city 
electric light plant and several blocks 
of business and residence property 
were threatened. 

The President has established a for¬ 
est reserve in Southern Colorado, to 
be known as the Sau Juan reserve aud 
to contain 1,500,000 acres. The Pay¬ 
ette reserve of about the same size 
has been established in Idaho. 

The championship committee of the 
Amateur Athletic Union of the United 
States has decided to hold the annual 
track and Held championship in Port¬ 
land, Or., on August 4th and 5th, in 
feonnection with the Lewis and Clark 
Centennial. 

The convocation of Oxford Univer¬ 
sity proposes to confer on Dr. Wil¬ 
liam Osier the degree of doctor of 
medicine and also the honorary de¬ 
gree of doctor of letters on Basil Lan- 
neau Gildersleeve, professor of Greek 
at Johns Hopkins. 

Thirty-eight miles of track on the 
Burlington road between Sheridan 
and Cody, Wyoming, have been wash 
ed out by a sudden rise in Big Goodea 
and other streams. Ten cars of an 
extra freight train near Coburn were 
washed into a ditch. 

Mistaken by a friend for a burglar 
and shot, Oscar Gustavson, a painter, 
fell dead in th# arms of the slayer, 
James Purcell, a saloonkeeper, in 
Chicago. Gustavson had been en¬ 
deavoring to attract attention so as to 
gain admittance to the saloon. 

Enrique Cortez, former Minister for 
Foreign Kelations of Colombia, is now 
confidential agent of his Government 
on a mission to Washington to see 
President Roosevelt regarding the re¬ 
establishment of friendly relations 
between Colombia and the United 
States. 

A Constantinople correspondent of 
a Vienna paper reiterates the story 
that the Italian Government ten days 
ago sent ten warships to the coast of 
Yemen, Arabia, and refuses to with¬ 
draw them until the Turkish Govern¬ 
ment grants amends for the murder 
in Yemen of Italian subjects. The 


Turkish lack of sovereignty in Yemen 
makes this impossible, and the situa¬ 
tion is therefore considered grave. 

The last will of the late J. Mont¬ 
gomery Sears, Boston’s largest tax¬ 
payer, whiob disposes of an estate of 
about $25,000,000, has disappeared. 
Sears’ attorney turned the document 
over to him, it is said, several months 
ago. 

Secret service men from Washing¬ 
ton arrested John Johnson, a Swede, 
at Bloomington, lit., for writing let¬ 
ters to Miss Alice Roosevelt. John¬ 
son said that he was sent to this 
country from Sweden to marry Miss 
Roosevelt and communicated his mis¬ 
sion in letters to the President’s 
daughter. 

Orders for one thousand cats for 
the Imperial Japanese railways have 
been placed with Pennsylvania car 
building companies. Five hundred of 
the cars will be of the gondola class. 
The remainder will be of the box va¬ 
riety. Contracts for 800 additional 
box cars for quick delivery have also 
been made. 

The remarkable price of approxi¬ 
mately $508 a square foot, or $15,240 a 
front foot, was paid for land in lower 
New York last week. With the excep¬ 
tion of one or two “freak” sales, 
where a few inches of property were 
an absolute necessity, this is believed 
to be the highest price ever paid in 
New York city. 

At Cleveland, Ohio, following a 
family quarrel, John Bran shot his 
wife and then fired a bullet into bis 
own brain. Bran died almost instant¬ 
ly, while the wife’s wound is only 
slight. Bran was the woman’s second 
husband. Her first husband was 
Bran’s brother. He killed himself 
five years ago. Bran’s sister, who 
lived in Kansas, was murdered several 
years ago. Another brother was 
drowned recently. 

There was mutiny oil board the 
Cunard liner Ultonia ou her last voy¬ 
age from New York in consequence of 
a strike of firemen and coalpassers 
against working six instead of four 
hours ou each watch. The captain 
ordered Austrian sailors to replace 
the strikers, aud their refusal led to 
a conflict with the English officers 
and crew, some of the Austrians try¬ 
ing to beat the officers. The muti¬ 
nous Austrians were imprisoned, 
while the officers, with revolvers, 
compelled the rest of the Austrian 
crew to act as stokers and firemen. 

ROAD TO SPAN THE CONTINENT. 

Norfolk and San Francisco To Be the 
Termini of Proposed System. 

Norfolk, Va. —A New York con¬ 
struction company and Belgian capi- 
! talists are said to be back of a project 
| to establish an air line transcontinen- 
j tal railroad system between the At¬ 
lantic and Pacific oceans, the Eastern 
terminus to bo the city of Norfolk 
and the Westorn terminus the city of 
San Francisco. 

As outlined by the chief engineer 
of the company, J. R. Marsh, now in 
this city, the project embraces reach¬ 
ing New York from Norfolk by water, 
a distance of 303 miles, in eleven 
> hours, and reaching Sau Fiauciscu 
| from Norfolk, a distance of 2081 
miles, in eighty hours. 

The total distance by this route is 
2992 miles, which is 413 miles shorter 
than any existing route, and the time 
i thereby would be thirteen hours less 
: than the present schedule. 

j HENRY JAMES ROASTS OUR ENGLISH 

Novclitt Takes a Fling at the American 
Newspapers and Public Schools. 

Philadelphia.—Henry James took a 
fling at American newspapers and 
public schools while talking to Bryn 
Mawr College girls at their com¬ 
mencement. He placed newspapers 
and schools in the class of what he 
considers evil influence on English 
speech, helping to keep it “untidy 
and slovenly. ” 

President Thomas introduced Mr. 
James to the girls, saying they were 
to “hear from his own lips what is 
1 thought of our matchless English by 
one of the greatest masters of written 
English.” James surely told them 
what he thought of it. 

“There are millions of homes in 
America,” he said, “in which the 
people call themselves educated, and 
yet they talk about ‘vaniller eyes- 
cream,’ that ‘feller,’ ‘Portor Ricor,’ 
‘dorgs,’ and use similar slovenly ex¬ 
pressions. ’ ’ _

LAST OF THE MOHICANS. 

Aged Indian Chief Who Would Speak 
No Knalish Is Dead. 

It seems strange that within 250 
miles of Kansas City a full-blood 
American should live for nearly sev- 
e «ty years and yet be unable to speak 
I or understand the English language. 

1 But nevertheless such was tlie case of 
Huiluitta Micco. tlie Indian chief, who 
I died recently in tho Creek nation. 

1 'lte chief was one of many, but his 
deatli marked an epoch in American 
history which is closed for goo.l. There 
I 'ire at present perhaps 20.000 full- 
j blood Indians in Indian Territory and 
J some 12,000 in Oklahoma. These red- 
men still possess a pride of race such 
jas is not understandable by white 
I men. They have watched the advance 
[of civilization, but have refused to 
| Join it. 

They have felt that they were th ' 1 
[ hot of the people who were robbed of 
an inheritance of a whole continent, 
and that every instinct of self-presor- j 
ration demanded that they should 
Strive to the last to maintain not only 
their independence, but e\eit their in- 
[tegrity and existence as a division of 
the human race. 

This was a natural and a most laui- 
nblo feeling and purpose, hut one piti¬ 
ably useless and hopeless. The red 
man’s career was ended when the pil¬ 
grims landed at l’lymouth rock. The 
efforts of the native tribes to preserve 
themselves and their ownership of tlie 
continent has resulted almost in com¬ 
plete obliteration. 

'1 lie last net of tlie drama is now 
I being played in Indian Territory. Tho 
Indian is doomed to utter extinction 
as a race and the present generation 
seems finally to have realized this in¬ 
evitable fact. The younger chiefs and 
rulers of the five civilized tribes and 
of the other tribes in Indian Territory 
and Oklahoma do not think or act like 
their forebears. They believe and arc 
leading their people to believe that 
tlie best policy is to yield to the In¬ 
evitable and accept the white man’s 
ways.—Kansas City Journal.
